DAMNIEN'S EXILE 


ooooWhat Johr Danien represents 
ane defends is not Homosexuality out 
Hunen Dignity. 


Shortly after 2 Pli on February 
6, 1975, John Danien left his $400- 
e-nonthn penthouse in Tower Hill 
West , Toronto, strapped himself 
into the tan-leather bucket-seat 
of the 1974 Oldsnobile Delta 88 
which he leased ($179 per nonth) 
and drove off, happily humming a 
new tune, to keep an appointrent 
thet would shatter his sunny, easy, 
affluent life. 

He wore 2 grey suit - from a 
custoz-tailopred collection cf 12.. 
with brown tie and oxblood brogues, 
ané a black leather trench coat; an 
outfit that trensnitted a clear 
signal of dapper masculinity. Only 
the accessories he wore ( a $1,100 
gold watch, two diemond rings worth 
$900 and $1,200) and the trix. 
contition of his body (118 pounds 
at five feet five inches) set Derien 
apart in appearance from most other 
41 year old Canadian malese 

Ze was looking forward to 
spring end another year, his fifth, 
as a steward for the Ontario Racing 
Comission. Not just for tre roney.. 
about $100 a day, or $25,000 for 
the season.. but for the pleasure, 


drana, even rorance , of working with 


thoroughbreds, the best anc swift- 
est of their class. Damien"s entire 
career revolved around horses; 
feeding then, washing then, cleaning 
out their stalls, training ther., 
viding ther professionally as a 
jockey, nursing then when they were 
sick. Every aspect of their lives 
from sex to death is inperishebly 
inprinted upon his mind. horses 

and racing are to John Damien 

what ballet is to Mikhail Barysh- 
nikov, what painting is to Jack 
Charbers... an occupation, an 
obsession, an exhilarating reason 
for enjoying life. 

He had no idea why P.C. 
Williams, persornel advisor for 
Ontario's Lhinistry of Consumer and 
Commercial relations, wanted to 
see Lin. He knew only that his 


employer, the Ontario Racing 
Commission was responsible in all 
of its operations to this partic- 
ular ninistry. On the night before 
his appointnent, Damien had shared 
as he often did, a friendly dinner 
with his immediate superior, EG 
Gornan, director of thoroughbred 
racing for the commission, and lis 
wife. Damien had asked during the 
evening, "Who's this P.C. Williars 
that phoned ne today? What does he 
want?" Gorman told hir, “Don't 
worry about it, John. It's strictly 
routine. Willians just wants 

to get to know some of the people 
who work for the Commission." It 
was the last tine that Darien 
woulé ever neet Gorren socially, 
or even find hin accessible. 

He arrived early for his 3H 
appointuent on the ninth floor of 
555 Yorge Street, and Willians, a 
tall inposing men in his fifties, 
shook his hand heartily, offered 
hin a cigarette, had his secretary 
maze coffee for the two of then 
and then, while Damien relaxec. 
and reflected that' it sure was 
nice that a busy government 
official would have the interest 
anc take the tite to meet hin, 
Williars opened a file folder, 
took out a letter, and held it 
up for Denien to read. 

It was signed by Willian 
McDonnell on behalf ofCharles 
MacNaughton, chairman of the 
Cntario racing conmission, and 
stated simply that Damier would 
not be reappointed for the 1975 
season. "I have been authorized 
to tell you," Willians said, 
returning tie letter to his desk, 
"that upon receipt of your resig- 
nation, the cormission would be 
willing to give you a letter of 
recommendation to help you find 
work elsewhere, and the sun of 
$1200.00. sa gen 

Danien was struck numb. 

"Have I done an improper 
job?" he askec. "Is it beceuse 
of a ruling I nade? Is it due to 
soneone I stepped on?"

Willians said no to each question. 
Then ne addec, "The Ontario Jockey 
Club dosen't want you in tie 
stancs this year..." 

Enotions passed through 
Danien's rind in a blur: bewiléer- 
ment, panic, shock. 

"We are concerre that you 
could. be Dlacknailed," Williams 
said, increasing; Danien's confus- 
ion, "or that you coulè favor 
certair...." there was 2 pause, 
which willicizts apparently regarced 
as telling, in an obliquo, subtle, 
political wey"... people. 

Danien got up anc stood by 
the window, lo king Gow: on à 
section of Yonge Street, whicn 
between College and Bloor is the 
nain drags of polysexual Canada, 
and suddenly it occuret to nin 
way he was being fired. "Is it," 
he asked, clearing his throat, 
his voice wincing, "is it because 
I'm a horosexual?" 

"Yes," repliec Willians with 
dry distaste, inpatient to nave 
this "delicate natter" dispensed 
with. "I om prepare to raise 


people who are deeply prejudiced 
insist irrationally that the map 
is rigzt and the worl is wrong. 
If the facts don't fit their 
tieories about the blacks, jews, 
Pakistanis, or whetever well dann 
tiie facts. 

Tre nen at the ministry Lay 
have nodern and accurate raps 
when it comes to the business of 
horse racing and other professional 
matters, vut on the subject of 
honosexuclity and John Danien 
they had only cark, anachronistic 
hunches. Believing that Honosex- 
vals are so terrifiec of public 
expcsure that they are vulnerable 
to any kina of pressure, they 
offered Da:ien $1,700 and a letter 
of recommendation in exchange 
for a letter of resigration, 
supposecly te assure that the whole 
affair would be kept quiet. 
Tey naturally expectea that a 
wenk-willoc creature of low moral 
character would take the money 
ond run.

No one at the rinistry knew 
John Darien as an individual, orly 
as an abstraction, 2 “ho:osexucl," 
or as Charles Kackhaughiton put it 
a few days later in response to 
one journalist's inquiry about 
the case, "Well, what do you 
expect? ke's a faggot." American 
journalist Walter Lippmann once 
pointed out in a esscy on the 
nature of prejudice that there is 
always some difference betweer. 
"the world outsice and the pictures 
inside out heads." All of us, 
he said, navigate our way in the 
world with olé road maps Crawn 
fron past experience of our own or 
earlier generations. These naps 
“ay once have been synenrcenous 
with reality, but chances are they 
contained inaccuracies and over- 
sights fron the bejinninge The 
crucicl ciffermce, however, is 
that nost reasonable people, when 
they see that their mental nap is 
misleading, then, update it, change 
it, so that it once again becores 
a roughly serviceable guide. out

Seeing that the conversation 
was at an inpasse, Danien got up 
to leave. "I will never resign," 
he told then again.

But 
Danier, always apprehensive about 
the loss of control whicn crugs 
induce, sat in his apartnert 
that right, stone sober, trying 
to figure out whet to do next. 
Did he have ony "rights"? To whon 
coulé he appeal? ke didn't know. 

The $9,000 worth of futuris- 
tic furnishings from DeBoers and 
Roche-3obois which he had bougit 
the year before, deccratin;; nis 
apartment with stylistic daring 
and dash, reassuring hirsoli anc 
irpressing visitors that he had 
"arrived," no longer provided any 
esthetic uplift. Instecè Denier 
felt crushed by the weight of 
Gobts thet, now that he was out 
of work, abruptly transforred 
hin fron a carefree conswier 
into a desperate nan. 

Elsewhere it was just an 
average day in the 20th century, 
thou;i Danien scarcley glanced 
at the newspaper headlines: riot- 
ing in Lira killed 20, fighting 
in Ethiopia left 1,200 dead, 
Aristotle Onasis was fecling 
better, the 2lst Annual Quebec 
Winter Carnival openec, it was 15 
degrees Fahrenheit in Toronto 
with more snow expected. The only 
thing he read that seered in 
touci: with his problers andfeel- 
ings was Gay Rising, a political 
pamphlet published monthly by 
GATE (Zoronto Gay Alliance 
Toward Equality) which a friend 
had left behing in the apartment. 


It was Darien's first contact with 


a gay liberation group and it was 
with no snall reluctance that ne 
finally called the GATE office 
and said haltingly, "My name is 
Jonn Danien end I think I need 
nelp. eco " 

He hed seen gay libbers oz 


television with their placards and 
pickets, their raucous voices 
hanting sicple-ninded slogans, and 
had been repulsed by their utter 
lack of style. He was not sone 
ratty-haired, blue-jeaned radical 
with a telltale earring dangling 
from his lobe, who wanted to kiss 
his lover in public ard shock old 
ladies, nard-nat jocks and other 
rinds with delicate rainsprizngs. 

Wat he got fron GATE vc 
calo cifeciency, not synpethy. 
He was given the name and nunber 
of a lawyer to call. lie was invited 
to GATE's offices for a general 
rneeting to Ciscuss options anc 
likely consequences. Eis stomach 
was still in knots, but he felt 
a little better. iie couldn't eat. 
Ze had already aeveloped, and 
woulc iaintain for the next year, 
a nervous retzvolisn which burned 
up all available calorics through 
strees and whittled away his 
bocy to a near-skeletal frane- 
work. Ne began smozing as neny 
as 50 cigarettes a day. He devel- 
oped a nervous twitch on the left 
side of kis Tacc.

February 14 between his lawyer, 
Harry Kopyto, P.C. Williams onc 
Bill kIkcDonnell, in which it dee 
cane clear the covernnent tad no 
intention of nodifyixg its posit- 
ion, Danien helc a news conference 
for racio, television and the 
press in his lawyer's office 
and told reporters he was sub- 
nittiz(; nis case to the Ontario 
Hunan Rights Connission for invest- 
igation ard judgerent. 

That evening the Globe and 
Nail published a front-page 
story by Lawrence Martin under the 
headline, "Zorosexual says $1,700

Dear Tillie, 


I an a very understanding 
nother of 2 young adult honosexua- 
la. I was nade aware of their 
situation about 6 months ago when 
they confronted ne with their 
chosen pattern of Gay life. I've 
been very tolerant of their sexual 
drives and enotionai desires, but 
find myself nore frustrated every 
day because I want to be one of 
then. My son and daughter are very 
flighty... and I can't seen to nail 
then down to a serious discussion. 
To make a long story short, I would 
like to ask ny daughter to show ne 
the ropes, but I don't have the 
guts. I have, on several occasions 
visited a few gay bars, in hopes 
of finding a release to ny frust- 
rations, but to date I've chicken- 
ed out every tine. I think ny nain 


fear is one of being physically 
nistreated. I've heard so many 
hetro opinions on gay behavior. 

Can you please set me straight (not 
literally) to the practices (please 
don't suggest a shrink, I really 
don't think they understand what 

a beautiful emotional envolvenent 
which can be built between two gay 
people. My son and daughter both 
have neaningful relationships they'- 
ve enjoyed for sone tine...
